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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a method for managing risk of executing a software process using a capabilities 
assessment and a policy. Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose 
processing at least a portion of said piece of electronic media content using at least one of the 
one or more software modules and evaluate whether the at least one or more software modules 
process the portion of the electronic media content in an authorized manner in light of other 
feature disclosed in claim 1. Regarding claims 4 and 5, the prior art of record does not explicitly 
disclose monitoring a predefined system interface for data to be transferred to an output device to 
determine if the data to be transferred to an output device contains an identifier; and preventing 
effective access to data containing the identifier via the predefined system interface in light of 
other features disclosed in independent claims 4 and 5.
